We are all for unemployment in- 
surance and fully realize that our 
aconomy would often be near a 
collapse without it.

Disteiet Agriculturist 
By HOWARD FULCHER 


A business agreement between a 
father and eon operating a farm 
together is important. Therm are 
various types of agreements which 
may be used, in all cases they 
should be well known and under- 
toed by both the father and the 
eon. 

Lack of any agreement may lead 
to misunderstanding and poor fa- 
ther and son relationship. The son 
may feel insecure and look for 
other livelihood, leaving the farm. 
The father may ponder as to re- 
tirement plans and his son’s future 
and finally quit. When any of 
these happen, the son leaves or the 
father quits, resulting in the farm 
being sold outside the family; it is 
determental to the family, the farm 
and the agriculture industry. Good 
father-son relationship will devel- 
ope with a feeling of security when 
there are sound written agreements 
with both parties having wills. 

There are two main concerns in 
the agreement, firstly the operation 
of the farm and division of income. 
In this area there are numerous 
ways of doing it, wages, wages plus 
bonus, income from specific enter- 
prises, ehare of farm receipts or 
cagh and share rental agreements. 
The eecond and often more dif- 
ficult part is the tranfer of owner- 
ship. This may take place over 
the lifetime of the father or after 
his death, it may be a gift or sale 
or @ combination of both. 

To insure a satisfactory agree- 
mem the basic condition would be 
firetly a large enough income from 
the farm to support both father 
and son's needs, The agreement 
should be written and clearly de- 
fime responsibilities and contribut- 
ions of each party. It should pro- 
vide for seperate housing for father 
and son's families. The income 
should be divided fairly on the bas- 
is of contributions to the farming 
enterprise. In addition agreement 
and farming operation must be ac- 
companied with adequate farm re- 
cords 60 all concerned know the 
finances of the whole business.

Three Will Die. . 


On the basis of past experience 
at least three Albertans will likely 
be killed in traffic next week. Ac- 
ross Canada the toll will probably 
votal 42 dead. Ordinarily the fig- 
ures would be six for Alberta and 
65 for Canada. 

It’s impossible now to predict 
who the victims will be, but the 
odds are that most will be persons 
who completely ignored the reams 
of good advice being publicized 
now by the Canadian Highway 
Safety Council in preparation for 
Safe-Driving Week, Dec. 1 to 7. 

Some of the dead will be inno- 
cent victims of other drivers who 
ignored the advice but who will not 
pay with their own lives. The most 
they will contend with will be 
possible police action, suits for 
damages and tortured consciences. 

Safe-Driving Week is held during 
the first week of December to try to 
emphasize as forcefully as  pos- 
sibie the fact that responsibility 
for preventing traffic deaths, in- 
juries and accidents falls directly 
on the individual. More than 95 
per cent of all accidents need not 
happen. There are traffic laws to 
be obeyed, signs to indicate danger 
and — above all — common sense 
which tells any motorist and pedes- 
trian when he is doing something 
dangerous. 

This safety drive is only a week- 
long effort. But if more people 
would observe Safety-Weck it would 
help to demonstrate that traffic 
accidents can be cut down. The 
next, and obvious, step is to con- 
tinue safe driving practices every 
week in the year, 

As a matter of interest and guid- 
ance for motorists, the Safety Con- 
ference has listed the 11. chief 
causes of traffic accidents in order 
of importance. Avoiding any and 
all of these causes will be the best 
way of assuring that you stay alive 
to enjoy Christmas.
